Quick-Ripening Wheat. 


The question arises: How can wheat be 
crown where snow melts late and frost comes 
early? The answer has been found by the 
scientists, plant-breeders” whd ‘have raised 
varieties that ripen m 90 days from the date 
of sowing. There is a whisper that a still 
earlier variety has been found which will be, 
indeed, a great reward of the discoverer and 
the salvation of the ‘prairie farmer. In 
Canada the .wheat is cut 
ripen in the stook because of the danger of 
hail—a very real danger to the farmers of 
the wheat belt. Wheat growing on so vast 
a scale brought’ the inevitable problem of 
marketing to a head. Like so many other 
roblems, it was tackled and solved by the 
Nrrna themselves, the wheat pool being the 
solution. Now the owner oí a guarter section 
is in as good a pósition as his big brother 
who.owns a sguare mile oí grain. 

There is, however, too much wheat to the 
exclusion of other crops, and. although there 
is welcome evidence of a change to mixed 
farming, it is not as rapid as it might be. 
The wonderful richness of the land, and the 
fact that by summer fallowing it can be kept 
clean and productive, tempts. the grain 
grower to put all his eggs in one basket. 


Importance of Woman's Work.

fruits possible even on the wind-swept 
prairies.

DRIED BEET PULP FOR DAIRY 
COWS.

Irish farmers who have purchased sugar 
beet pulp: for use during the coming season 
will, doubtless, be interested in the result of 
an experiment in connection with the feeding 
of this foodstuff to dairy cows on a _Leicester- 


The-dried beet pulp rations produced 159 
gallons more milk than the mangold ration. 

The dried beet pulp was readily eaten by 
the cows, and they seemed to improve in 
condition when fed upon ‘it. 

Four pounds per day per cow gave satis- 
factory results. 

.No harmful effects were noticed. : 

The ‘dried beet putp ration proved to be 
cheaper than the mangold: ration, . : 

The .average composition. of. the milk dur- 
ing the first period was about the same with 
both rations, but during the secónd period 
the mangold ration produced milk of a rather 
better quality. This, however, is an a great 
measure largely due, no doubt, to the ‘fact 
that all the cows wefe advancing in their, 
lactation period. . - . 
. “The labour involved in Handling’ dried beet 
pulp is decidedly less than in the case of 
mangolds, and a further saving is effected 
by the fact that soaking the dried beet paip

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CAN WE INDUSTRIALISE 
| FARMING?.. 


|. NEW “TENDENCIES IN 
AGRICULTURE. .. 


The disquietude of the farmer, of which we 
hear so much in Ireland—albeit during the 
tension of our general election it may be 
momentarily forgotten—is rife. in England, 
too, and is felt ‘in many districts intensely. 
it is plain that whether he wills it or not 
(and we think many British farmers have 
ceased to ‘be satisfied with the old 
laissez faire methods) the farmer of the 
English shires is not likely to be long “left 
alone.” He is told to co-operate, and,. al- 
though he has not responded with the readi- 
ness cf the Irish farmer to this type of 
organisation, there are quite a fair number 


ties of various kinds. He is also told, with 
the full force of the political voice: behind 
the . admonition, to nationalise: © Indeed, 
though not so emphatically, the Liberal 
politicians tend to echo, and sometimes to 
lead, the chorus in this agricul- 
tural refrain. And the Unionists, looking 
round for a watchword which shall neither 
scare the town dweller nor irritate the 
Nationa! Farmers’ Union of Britain, are try- 
ing over a chorus of their own: educate, 
organise, industrialise. Indéed, it may well 
happen that this form of agricultural iss 
will be ‘lifted out of the purely polemical 
domain, for the industrial interests—which are 
not necessarily identical with Unionist 
opinions—are beginning to be arxious about 
the reactions of the slump in farming upon 
the prospects of some key mdustries in the 
towns atid upon the financial fabric of their 
business, and the farnief is being invited to 
industrialise his industry in tones which sug- 
gest that. if he will not do so Himself. others 
will do it for him—without asking his: per- 
mission, 


Three Kinds of Induatrialisation. 
Now there’ are perhaps- three senses in 
which this rather vague word “ industrialise ”’ 
may be apphed to the business of farming. 
To tréat the business of farming’ on business 
lines, through farming: “combinations— based 
on the financial facilities which only combined 
business cah. secure, in. other “words, -to “o- 
operate, as we are learning to do in Ireland, 
‘is, in one sense of the verb, “toihdtétriglise”’ 
agriculture. Then, there is another possible 
form of combination, which we may term 
“the farm factory, in which the landTord— 
‘with whom England must teckén—the ‘farmer 
iánd the Jabourer, “may: all participate’ on 
agreed ‘lines; perhaps an the profit-sharing 
basis, perhaps under contract. Here 
“- capital,” and “'' labour," ‘! farné múnage- 
ment ' may be split up amongst three 
separate interests with a common céfiféction, 
or, on the other hand, these terms may. be- 
cóihé'. Synonymewus-for" “hm” owner,” 
“worker ”-— and ‘“‘tenant’’ respectively. 
Lastly, there is, perhaps, another form, yet 
to be thought-out’ fully, in which the farm 
is capitalised through new arrangements with 
some existing industrial ánterest which,  per- 
haps, depends on fixed,. permanent, graded 
supplies of produce for its success. We can- 
not specifically .assert that the thought of 
the townsman ih’ Britian*has decided upon 
some new experiment cf this type, but it 
would seem that the thoughts of some in- 
dustrialists tend in that direction, 


The, “ Factory Farm.” : 


Now, readers of the “ Farming Review ”’ 
need no introduction to better business as 
applied to. farming “aléng co-operative lines, 
but the two other methods have the claim, 
at least, of novelty on our ittention in Ire- 
land. Indeed, they are not sufficiently 
worked out in England as yet to be fully 
defined, but we can consider them as ten- 
deucies in modern farming, and not in Eng- 
land only. We have heard of one experiment, 
indeed, in this country which may cofme 
within the definition of thé farm factory. 
where labour shares in the profits which 
accrue from successful farming, and a large 
farm has been worked to the profit of, it 
is believed, the owner and of (it is definitely 
claimed) the workers. We believe a study 
of this kind of firming is bein: made, but 
only sporadically, in England and that it has 
come to have some international significance, 
since the Labour Department of the League 
of Nations . turned . its attention to 
the situation of the European agri- 
cultural worker. Much more study 
will, we think, be given: to this phase 
of the agricultural problem in all the éivilised 
countries where an appreciable proportion of 
the farm lands require permanent workers, 
in addition to the farmer’s family eked out by 
occasional hired help. 


Can “ Farm Hands" become " Factory 
Hands?"

Possible Reactions: in Jreland. 


We have been writing here mainly of Great 
Britain. Ours is not an _ over-urbanised 
country, and we do pot think the factory farm 
or the industrial farm is likely in any near 
period of time to encompass the small farmer. 
For him, -individual farming, whether he 
farms as an isolated unit or as a member ci 
a. co-operative association, is more‘or less 
‘*Hobson’s choice.” In any case, he has no 
Labour or Liberal agricnitural tenure policy 
to consider, nor any landlord—as iti Cheshire 
or Devon, for ifistamce—to make him over- 
tures in respect of new methods. 

No political change is likely to revolutionise 
his’ situation, though, if unwisdom were to 
animate the next. Dail .beneficial changes in 
legislation ‘might be retarded. But we will 
be unwise, for all that, if we do not watch 
anxiously the next step in British farming. 
It mav alter certain values, not excepting the 
cost of living. It may react on the price of 
our produce, for good or ‘ill. It may affect 
the national export. We must hope, not for 
hie own sake alone, but for ours «130, that. in 
giving due weight to what the townsfolk mav 
have>to say to him. he will recognise that it 
is only by free association. not Jissimilar 
from ‘ours, he can dominate his industry and 
be master in his oven little domain. R

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WORK FOR POULTRY 
KEEPERS. 


Fh Trusting that September may have a few 


fine days in ‘store for us, it may not be out 
of place. to suggest renovations to poultry 


i houses that must be done during fine weather 


in order to have comfortable winter quarters 
for the fowl. The chief of these is seeing 
that the roof and walls are water-tight. A 
leaky roof means a damp floor, which, in its 
turn, means unhealthy birds and an empty 
@zz basket. Some of the older types of houses 
have slated and thatched roofs. The latter 
is the best of all roofs for maintaining an 
@jual temperature, but it is the most expen- 
sive to keep in repair, and also harbours in- 
The new wooden poultry houses have 
rnoís of 2in. wood covered with roofing felt. 
This should be of good quality, and a three- 
inch overlap allowed when putting it on, and 
proper felting nails used. Some firms also 
mipnly special cement for fixing it. 

Felt which has been on for some years will 
he all the better for a coat of tar, and the out- 
side walls of the house can also be treated 
with solignoum or similar preparation. This 
not onlv preserves the wood, but improves 
the annearance of the house. This must also 
be-a fine-day job. 


Meed for Lighting. 


‘Many old houses and sheds need more 
lighting. If the houses are water-tight, air 
and sunlight will do the birds good; but it 
is sometimes difficult to make alterations in 
ola houses. If it is a wooden shed of the 
lean-to type, and not less than eight feet 
from back to front, it ean be converted into 
an: open-fronted house by cutting away the 
bearding from the upper half of the highest 
side and filling the space with small wire 
nétting. A shutter 18 inches wide should be 
fixed at an angle of 45 degrees to tlhe tcp 
of the open section. This will prevent the 
rain from beating in. 

Improvements to the interior of 'he house 
can be carried out on those wet davs, of 
which lately we have had too many. These 
inelude .ime-washing, disinfecting, »epairing, 
or ‘supplying new nest boxes and perches. 
If we intend to keep a larger number ci fow! 
we must have more nest boxes. 


Dropmng Loards. 

¥t is a good plan to have dropping hosrds 
fitted under perches. This allows the whole 
floor space to be used for scratching. The 


| perches should be fixed into : ckets 2). leet 


above the floor, and the dropping~ boards 
should be about 8 inches below the perches. 

The best size for the nests is 12 inches 
square.and about. 15 inches. high.. If they 
are; hung on the wall they. should have a 
slopinz roof to prevent the hens perching on 
them, . In large houses, however, they are 
often placed under the dropping ‘boards and 
in some types of houses are fixed outside. 
All the internal fittings should be movable. 
If they are fixtures it is impossible to clean 
the house properly, or keep the crevices free 
from red mite. 

Preparations for the comfort of the poultry 
keérer, as well as for poultry, should be con- 
sidered before winter comes. This autumn | 
intend to change the place for storing the 
food, and have a more convenient arrange- 
ment for preparing and getting the food to 
the poultry, In the pullets’ house, which is 
some distance from the dwellinghouse, an 
eave-run has been fixed, and this, we expect, 
will save the labour of carrying water for 
most of the year. 

Many poultry-keepers may think of arrange- 
merits for themselves which will save time 
and labour before the short dark days of 
winter come. While care and attention mean 
success, useless labour and running about 


won't add another egg to the basket. ó

AT CASTLEBLAYNEY.

Squads of police and voluntary workers 
were organised to clear the streets, and 
in a few hours the traffic was normal. 
The injuries reported are mostly cuts and 
bruises, caused by the flying wreckage. 
In one of the destroyed garages 15 cars 
were badly damaged. 

Tokio suffered from heavy rains, and 
some of the low-lying portions of the 
city were flooded, but the damage is in- 
significant. 


TYPHOON CASUALTIES. 


The latest official statement on yester- 
day’s typhoon at Kyushu states that the 
number of deaths is 719; houses de- 
molished 1,850, and houses flooded, 3,000. 

Ten miles of dykes have been washed 
away, and 37 vessels were swept from 
their moorings. The number of persons. 
reported injured is 2,515. 

Kojima suffered most, 270 persons 
being killed and 417 houses carried away 
by the tidal wave. The lower portions of 
Nagasaki were flooded to a depth of seven 
feet.

Judging by the fact, however, that some 
three thousand persons are reported to 
have fled for refuge to the high ground 
overlooking the West coast, the hurricanes 
and tidal waves must have been the worst 
known for many years.

The extraordiaary storms, which have done 
extensive damage in Mexico since last Wed- 
nesday, when a seismic wave swept the west 
coast, are reported to have cau much loss 
of life and property over a territory extending 
for several hundred miles inland, but no de- 
tails are available. 

It is known, however, that about half 

Salina Cruz was destroved, the damage being 
augmented by the waves, 25 feet high, that 
crashed into the town. 
The storm which broke over the central 
plateau on Thursday and lasted until Sun- 
day, with incessant rain, threatened to inun- 
date Mexico City. The Grand Canal was 
over its banks at four points, and there was 
a breach 40 miles long in the bank of the 
Remedios River.

The Timea, in a leading article on the Irish 
Free State elections, refers to the issue before 
the electors, and: adds:—Though facts, 
economic and political, fight íor Mr. 
Cosgrave, a multitude of irrational emotions 
may conspire with sheer ignorance and 
“credulity to deprive him of the majority 
which he requires in the next Dail. The 
illusion that Ireland, and especially Western 
potentially an extremely rich 
country has been vigorously fostered by 
Republican demagogues; and there are a 
‘Jarge number of very young people in 
Munster and Connaught who sincerely believe 
that the Republicans, if in power, wéuld 
literally restore the golden age by discover- 
ing sources of wealth that were purposely 
left untouched by the cunning Saxon, and 
have been inexplicably neglected by the 
foolish Mr. Cosgrave. In spite of the gravity 
of the moment, the swing of the pendulum 
may tell against a Government that has been 
in power for five years. A section of the 
eléctorate may be led to confuse the mere 
trickery of the empty oath with legitimate 
political tactics, and in this ¢onnection it is 
regrettable that, while many priests have 
publicly denounced this perjury, the bishops 
of the Irish Roman Catholic Hierarchy have 
kept silent on a question which seems to the 
outsider to be closely connected with public 
morality. 

Fierce personal hostilities, to which some 
asctibe the brutal’ murder of Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins, have been incurred by the 
members of the Government and by many of 
their supporters. in. the. course .of their 
struggles both with Republican anarchy and 
with the jobbery and corruption that once 
seemed inseparable from Irish municipal 
goverhment; but more fimportant than all 
these sources of danger .to the Government 
is a psychological facter, which may not be 
altogether understood im this country. “ Mr 
Dooley,” that’ admirable creation of the 
American humorist, Mr. F. P. Dunne, uttered 
more than a half-truth when he remarked that, 
if the English all left Ireland, a number »! 
Irishmen would die of sheer ennui. The 
people of Great Britain have little capacity 
for sustained political hatred. Unfortanately 
this emotion is still strong among a minority, 
but an active minority, of Irishmen and [rish- 
women. It is sedulously guided and directed 
against Great Britain and against all Irishmen 
in North or-South who desire the maintenance 
of a political connection with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations by the Republicans, 
whom it continues to dominate. Its survival 


tis the best explanation of the persistence with 


which a third of the electorate has repeatedly 
disfranchised itself in the recent past by 
yoting for non-juring candidates. 

Still, political hate, even among those who 
enjoy the sentiment, requires some fuel, and 
there are signs that Mr. de Valera has begun 
to realise that he cannot play exclusively on 
one emotion if he is to win support to-day. 
Mr. de Valera will fail in the end, because his 
programme is irrational. Its bases are two- 
fold—anti-British emotion and the singular 
delusion that a politically independent Irish 
Republic can, and will, continue to enjoy all 
the advantages of the present co-partnership 
with the British Empire. His opponent, on 
the other hand, ha faced facts, cast off old 
hatreds, and kept his word, and the old Gaelic 
wish for those who wen: out to battle. 
“Victory and blessing”’ will, we hope, be 
fulfiiled for him.

MADRID, Wednesday. 

General Primo de Rivera has made a 
statement to representatives of the Press 
in regard to the National Assembly, which 
is to meet in October, and will be 
nominated for three years, and will. be 
purely deliberative. 

According to plans already announced, 
‘it will be composed, chiefly. of three large 


groups: 

(1) Representatives of the State, the 
provinces, and the communes. 

(2) Representatives of liberal activities, 


social classes, and technical interests. 
(3) Representatives of the political asso. 
ciation known as the Patriotic Union. 


The number of members will be over 
325, and they will, be chosen without 
regard. to sex. Among the bodies repre- 
sented will be employers associations, 
workmen's syndicates, and the Press. 

EIGHTEEN COMMITTEES. 

General de Rivera laid stress on the 
fact that all aspects of social, economic, 
legislative and constitutional matters, 
public services, etc., might be examined 
by the eighteen committees that were 
going to be appointed. These committees 
might draw up a regular code that could 
ultimately be submitted to the country, 
which would then be capable of governing 
itself. 

The convening of the Assembly marked 
a period of necessary transition. 

‘A LITTLE EXAGGERATED.” 

“There has been,” said the Premier. 
“some talk of dictatorship, but I think 
the word is a little exaggerated. A 
dictator is. a man who acts in an 
absolutely personal manner, and does not 
subject his desires and caprices to any 
control. A personal power is always 
hateful, and can only be endured in a 
wise and virtuous man. 

“T have no remorse, 
of having committed any act of injustice, 
or of having acted without reflecting, or 
taking counsel. It does not seem difficult 
to.understand that, without stretching the 
meaning of the word excessively 
cannot speak of dictatorship in the present 
situation, which is being developed with 
a maximum. of guarantees.” 


A CURIOUS BODY. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDFNT. 
MADRID. Wednesday. 

The National. Assembly is the most 
curious representative body in modern 
political history. It will be called to- 
gether the first fortnight in October, to 
remain in session indefinitely. It is as an 
advisory assembly, whose decisions the 
Government may accept or reject’ as :t 
likes: 

The body is composed of three hundred 
and sixty members, recruited from all 
classes, workers as well as capitalists, 
while even the professions, science and 
farming have their own representations. 

According to the final plans just an- 
nounced by General Primo de Rivera, the 
assembly will.be divided into twenty 
groups, according to the nature of the 
business on hand. The first group will be 
charged with the drawing up of a new 
Constitution, the second will formulate 
new political and social laws, the third 
will draw up next year’s Budget, and the 
remaining groups will be assigned similar 
departmental. work. 

The Assembly will meet regularly five 
times a month. Special Commissions, 
however, are to be called together three 
times a week. Because of the. King’s 
decree, General Primo de Rivera has this 
year dispensed with his annual proclama- 
tion upon the anniversary of his assump- 
tion of power.

We are informed 
that the Irish Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce has sanctioned a 
purchasing syndicate’s application for a 
guarantee under the Trade Loans 
(Guarantee) Acts, and this will enable the 
syndicate to complete the’ purchase of the 
mills. 

The Swift Brook Mills are an old-estab. 
lished concern, and for a time they carried 
on a piosperous business. Owing to the 
post-war slump in the paper trade, how- 
ever, it was found necessary to close them 
in June of 1926. 


The village of Saggart was almost 
entirely dependent on the mills, which 
employed from 80 to 100 hands. The news 


that the mills are about to re-opened will 
give much satisfaction to the villagers and 
to all who take an interest in Irish
